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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art does not 
anticipate nor render obvious the combination set forth in the independent claims, and 
specifically does not show a condenser comprising a condensing tube including a refrigerant 
inlet formed at one end thereof, a refrigerant outlet formed at another end thereof, and a passage 
pipe having a heat radiation protrusion formed on an outer circumference thereof, the heat 
radiation protrusion comprising a plurality of pyramid-shaped heat radiation protrusions and a 
cooling plate having a groove on which the condensing tube is mounted so as to prevent a 
separation of the condensing tube, and a plurality of bent pieces formed protruding from left and 
right sides of the groove wherein the plurality of heat radiation protrusions are not formed on a 
part of the outer circumference of the condensing tube mounted on the groove that face-contacts 
the cooling plate. 

2. U.S. Patent 5,906,045 to Kim teaches a method of manufacturing a condenser for a 
refrigerator, U.S. Patent 6,009,936 to Kubota et al. teaches a heat exchanger comprising a tube 
and fin plates attached to the outer surface of the tube and U.S. Patent 6,840,3 14 to Rivis et al. 
teaches a condenser comprising two plates configured to face each other, at least one of the 
plates being provided with a shaped groove configured to provide channeling which provides 
passage for the refrigerant, however none of the prior art teaches a condenser comprising a 
condensing tube and a passage pipe having a heat radiation protrusion formed on an outer 
circumference thereof, the heat radiation protrusion comprising a plurality of pyramid-shaped 
heat radiation protrusions, wherein the plurality of heat radiation protrusions are not formed on a 
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part of the outer circumference of the condensing tube mounted on the groove that face-contacts 
the cooling plate.
